1 wenty-three Germans arrived last 
evening from Akron and Sandusky, 
Ohio, and Monday they will start 
work for the Sandusky Cement com ­ 
pany. Among them are several wo­ 
men, wives of the laborers, who will 
do the cooking for the colony. Their 
living quarters will be in the Walker 
house near the proposed plant. 
A 
larger number of men will come from 
the east nex t week. 
The company has at work now, sev­ 
en teams and twenty-five or thirty 
men ex cavating for the big plant. On 
Monday morning the company will 
! begin ex cavating for the new office 
and laboratory. 
This building will 
be two stories with a basement. It 
will be constructed of cement blocks 
and will be a modern office build­ 
ing. 
The basement will ne used as 
a laboratory. 
The location of the 
office will be in the southerly end 
of the big plant. 
The company has already 
made 
12,000 cement blocks. 
The daily 
output is 600. 
Within thirty days the work on 
the big plant will begin, and the 
work will be pushed along as rapidly 
as possible. 
The Northwestern 
company 
is 
pushing the work on the ex tension 
right along. 
A bridge gang of a doz­ 
en or more men are putting in a 
bridge near the Dix on Pure Ice com ­ 
pany’s house No. 2, and thirty men 
and four teams are busy grading the 1 
roadbed. 
The piles are arriving for 
j 
the fifty foot trestle to be erected 
near ice house No. 3, and some of 
the piles are already being put In. 
In a week or ten days there will 
be some big changes along the river 
from Dix on to the cement plant.

In rivers these larvae are the sole ‘ 
food of all y oung fish and often also of 
older fish.
